IIow the United State- Bureau 
of 
Education with one of the -mallest 
appropriations given to any govern* 
ment bureau doing an independent 
service, has during the past year 
conducted an effective campaign for 
better rural schools, inspected and 
reported upon college* and univer­ 
sities in various parts of the United 
States, made important beginnings in 
industrial education and homemaking 
and stimulated activity in a score of 
her important field- of 
education, 
lectures, 
correspondence, 
and 
the 
di-tribution of circulars and pamph­ 
lets dealing with educational sub­ 
ject-. 
i- described 
by Dr. 
P. P. 
CLaxton, Commissioner of Education, 
in his annual statement to Secretary 
of the Interior Franklin K. Lane. 
During the year the ¡specialists in 
rural education conferred with State 
and county school officials in efforts 
to improve teaching in rural schools, 
to obtain longer terms for 
county 
schools, and 
to 
determine 
upon a 
larger unit for rural school admin­ 
istration. 
At the request of Gover­ 
nor- and State legislatures, repres­ 
entatives of the Bureau advised with 
State Commissions 
and Legislative 
Committees on plans for rural educa­ 
tion. and many of the laws enacted 
during the year were framed after 
advice from the Bureau of Education 
or a- a direct or indirect result of 
agitation stimulated by the Bureau 
of 
Education 
co-operating 
with 
State and 
local 
agencies. 
Nearly 
one-third of the publics»tions issued 
by the Bureau during the year dealt 
directly 
with 
the problem of 
the 
rural 
school. 
These 
included bul­ 
letin- on 
consolidation 
of 
rural 
schools, the county unit plan of or­ 
ganization, and the efficiency 
and 
preparation of rural school teach­ 
ers, all of which affords a much need- 
f 
ed basis for propaganda within 
the 
States. 
Four publications describ­ 
ing the special contribution of the 
Dan -h folk high srtiools to the Am­ 
erican rural school 
problem 
were 
issued during the year. 
The Bureau’s specialist in higher 
education 
personally 
inspected 37 
colleges and universities during the 
year, most of them at the request of 
the 
S t a t e departments of education 
in the several States, 
Twenty-eight 
o f these institutions were in North 
Carolina, 7 in Oregon; 
one was re­ 
ported upon 
the 
request 
of 
the 
President of the United States. One 
of 
the 
notable 
documents 
issued 
from this division during the year 
was an illu-trated bulletin 
entitled 
‘‘Opportunities for Foreign Students 
at Higher Educational Institutions in 
the United State,-,’’ which has been 
distributed through consular 
offices 
in the countries of 
South 
America 
and elsewhere, 
wherever 
students 
might profitably 
be 
told 
of 
the 
higher educational opportunities now 
available in the United States. Spec­ 
ial importance attaches to this pub­ 
lication because of the war. 
By means of an additional appro­ 
priation from Congress, a division 
of industrial education 
and 
home- 
making was established during the 
year with one specialist in industrial 
education and 
two 
specialists 
in 
home economies. 
With this division 
it lias been possible to do much of 
the preliminary work necessary in 
anticipation of the Federal aid for 
vocational education 
provided 
for 
in the Smitb-Hughes Bill and endors­ 
ed by President Wilson in his mes- 
sagb to Congress. 
The specialists in 
industrial education took part in the 
industrial survey of Richmond. Va., 
aided on request the Commission of 
Vocational Education for the State 
of W ashington, and participated in 
a number of national, state and lo­ 
cal conferences on industrial educa­ 
tion, several of which were called on 
the initiative of the Bureau of Edu­ 
cation. 
T ie specialists in home -economics 


have co-operated with colleges of 
agriculture and normal schools in 
developing standards of 
education 
for homemaking, in providing plans 
tor the training of teachers of home 
economics in colleges, high schools, 
and elementary schools, and in pre­ 
paring courses of study 
for 
State 
and local school authorities. 


A special phase of work which the 
Bureau has carried on with conspic­ 
uous success during the past year 
has been that ol home gardening di­ 
rected by the school. 
The plan out- 
lined provides for the use of home 
back yards, vacant lots, and other 
pieces of land for children s gardens 
to be cultivated under school super­ 
vision. 
-\s a result of a special ap­ 
propriation allowed by the last Con­ 
gress, -a division o f school and home 
gardens was established in the Bur­ 
eau with two specialists and one a s­ 
sistant, and before the close of the 
fiscal year 100 city school superin­ 
tendents had already •adopted 
plan 
proposed by the Bureau and 35 cities 
had it in actual operation in one or 
more school-. 


A three-vear survey of 575 pri­ 
vate and higher schools for Negroes 
was completed during the 
year by 
the division of Negro education. 
A 
specialist and three 
field 
workers 
have visited each of these 
schools 
one or more times, and the resulting 
report will 
be 
the 
fir-t 
complete 
statement ever made of the work of 
schools for colored people. 
The di­ 
vision o f civic education, establish­ 
ed two years ago, prepared two pub­ 
lication- intended to improve civics 
teaching, one of which, a “Manual 
tor 
the 
Teaching 
of 
Community 
Civic,” ha- already shown its value 
in creating standards for instruction 
in citizenship, which tin* division of 
immigrant education, established to 
study the existing provisions for the 
special education of immigrants, has 
begun the constructive side of its 
work 
by 
inaugurating 
a vigorous 
propaganda in behalf of citizenship 
education for immigrants who have 
come from countries that are with­ 
out adequate educational facilities. 
Besides making a survey of exist­ 
ing agencies for 
home 
betterment, 
the division of home education dis­ 
tributed 12,000 pamphlets 
on 
the 
care and early education of child­ 
ren and 26,000 copies of the reading 
courses which the Bureau has issued 
for the special use of parents and 
boys and girls in 
the 
home. 
The 
kindergarten division has 
made 
a 
statistical survey of kindergartens in 
the I nited States, and has rendered 
definite advice, 
assistance to State 
and local school authorities on re­ 
quest. 
Ih e library of the Bureau 
has continued the issue of a monthly 
guide to books and articles on edu­ 
cation 
published 
in 
the 
United 
State- and abroad. With its 150,000 
volumes, 10,000 of which were added 
during the year, the Bureau of Edu­ 
cation library is the largest peda­ 
gogical library in the United States, 
and probably the second largest li­ 
brary in the world devoted wholly to 
eduea t ional s u bj ee t s. 


Other activities of the Bureau dur­ 
ing the year included the completion 
of a digest of the school laws of all 
the States, an important example of 
the kind of work a Federal Bureau 
of Education can do that is of the 
utmost 
service 
to 
the 
individual 
States; 
the issue of a bulletin on 
school administration in the smaller 
cities, which make- available for the 
first time material on professional 
supervision in an 
accessible 
form 
for superintendents in the 2,100 ci­ 
ties under 30,000 population;

the distribution of an illustrated bul­ 
letin on rural 
-choolhouses 
and 
grounds which has been much in de­ 
mand for local school boards in the 
planning of school buildings in the 
country.

Washington, Dee. 22.—Whether 


Gen. Francisco Villa .crosses the hor- 
der into the United States lost much 
of its interest in Washington "today 
when it "became known that Gen.

Specialists in Rural Education MAW 


Also Framed laws For Pas- 


sage in Many States - . 


Howthe United States Bureau of 


Education with one of the smallest 
appropriations given ito any governt- 
ment bureau doing an .independent 
service, 'has during the pastr year 
conducted an effective campaign for 
Better rural schools, .inspeete'd and 
reported upon colleges.and univer- 
sities in various parts' of the United 
States, made important beginnings in 
industrial education andJiomemaking 
and stimulated activity in a score of 
her important fields of 
education, 


lectures, correspondence, and. the 
distribution of circulars and pamph- 
lets dealing with educational sub- 
jects, is described by Dr. P. P. 
Claxton, Commissioner of Education, 
in his annual statement to Secretary 
of the Interior Franklin K. Lane. 


During the year the specialists' in 


rural education conferred with(State 
and county school officials in efforts 
to improve teaching in rural schools, 
to obtain longer terms for 
county 


schools, and to determine upon a 
larger unit for rural school admin- 
istration. At the request of (jJpver- 
nors and State legislatures, repres- 
entatives of the Bureau advisedjwith 
State Commissions and Legislative 
Committees on plans for rural educa- 
tion, and many of the, laws enacted 
during the year were framed after 
advice from the Bureau of Education 
or as a direct or indirect resnlf of 
agitation stimnlatedjj'y -*e Bureau 
of ..Education^., cooperating. rcwith 
State and local agencies. 
Jjjparly 


one-third of the" publications "issued 
by the Bureau during; the year, dealt 
directly with the problem of. • the 
rural school. These included kil- 
letans on 
•consolidation of, rural 


schools, the county unit plan of or- 
ganization, and the - efficiency,) and 
preparation of rural 'school" teach- 
ers, all of which affords a muehjneed- 
ed basis for propj^janda.witjhin 
the 


States. Four -publications describ- 
ing the special 'contribution • of the 
Danish folk high'Sdiiools to the Am- 
erican rural school problera -were 
issued during 'the" year. 


The Bureau's specialist in higher 


education personally inspected 37 
colleges arid universities, during the 
year, most of them at the request of 
the State departments, of education 
in the several States. , Twenty-eight 
of these institutions were in North 
Carolina, 7 in Oregon; .one was re- 
ported upon the request of the 
President of the^United States. One 
of the notable 'documents .issued 
from this division during the year 
was an illustrated bulletin entitled 
"Opportunities €or. "Foreign Students 
at Higher Educational Institutions in 
the United States/^whieh has-been 
distributed through-consular 
offices 


in .the countries of. South America 
and elsewhere, -wherever 
students 


might profitably _be told of 
the 


higher educational opportunities now 
available in the United States. Spec- 
ial importance -attaches to this pub- 
lication because oj£ the war. 


By means of an additional appro- 


priation from "-Congress,- a division 
of industrial education and,Jhome~- 
makSng <was _established <dnmg>,the 
year with one specialist in industrial 
education ^and v two specialists'', in 
home economics.

bad it in actual operation in one or 
more schools. 


* A three-year survey of 575 pri- 
vate and higher schools for Negroes 
was completed during the year by 
the division of Negro education. A 
specialist and three field workers 
have visited •each of these schools 
one or more times, and the resulting 
report will be the first complete 
statement ever made of the work of 
schools d: or colored people. The di- 
vision of civic education, establish- 
ed fiwo years ago, prepared two pub- 
lications intended to improve civics 
teaching, one of which, a "Manual 
for the Teaching of Community 
Civic," has already shown its value 
in creating standards for instruction 
in citizenship, which the division of 
immigrant education, established to 
study the existing provisions for the 
special education of immigrants, has 
begun the constructive side of its 
work by inaugurating a, vigorous 
propaganda in behalf of citizenship 
education for immigrants who have 
come tfrom countries that are with- 
out adequate educational facilities. 


Besides making a survey of exist- 


ing agencies for home betterment, 
the division of home education dis- 
tributed 12,000 pamphlets 
on' the 


care and early education: of child- 
ren and 26,000 copies of-the reading 
courses which the Bureau has issued 
for the special use / of parents-and 
boys and girls in the home." The 
kindergarten division has made a 
statistiealsurvey of kindergartens in 
the United States, and Oias rendered 
definite advice, assistance to State 
and local school authorities on re- 
quest. 
The library of the Bureau 


has continued the issue of a monthly 
guide to books and articles on edu- 
cation 
published 
in the United 


States and.albroad., With its 150,000 
volumes, 10,000 of which were added 
during'th'e year, the Bureau of Edu- 
cation library is the largest peda- 
gogical library in the United States, 
and probably the second largest li- 
brary on the World devoted wholly to 
educational subjects. 


Other activities of the Bureau dur- 


ing 4he year included the completion 
of a digest of the school laws _of all 
the States, an important example of 
the kind of work a Federal. Bureau 
of Education can do that is of the> 
utmost service to the individual 
States; the issue oj'a bulletin on 
school administration in the smaller 
cities, which makes available for the 
first time material on professional 
supervision in an accessible 
form 


for superintendents in the 2,100 ci- 
ties under 30,000 population;

the distribution of an illustrated bul- 
letin on rural 
.sekoolhouses and
